NEWS OR NOT 


Derby Encore 


We dropped in on a luncheon meeting 
Saturday of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America, which had invited Brownie Leach 
to show film patrol pictures of the Ken- 
tucky Derby. A better-than-average crowd 
(average is about 50) was out to see the 
pictures and to hear Leach, who chose to 
play it straight for once. The only com- 
ments Leach made were of impressions he 
had from a preview showing the night 
before. 


There was the dust, which some of the 
jockeys and some of the spectators had 
complained about. Leach said that super- 
intendent Tom Young (48 years at Church- 
ill Downs) was afraid to sprinkle the 
track for fear it would rain before the 
race, which would have made very slippery 
going. “Tom felt it would be better to hide 
the last 3 horses than have the first 
3 fall down,” Leach said. 


“And watch that number 5 horse (Ad- 
miral Porter) in the stretch. He started 
out in the middle of the track and ended 
up on the rail; lugged in as bad in the 
stretch as any horse I’ve seen.” A few 
minutes later this drew low disagreement 
from Herb Stevens, who thought the pic- 
tures showed that Admiral Porter had lug- 
ged in worst only after the finish, 


Leach was impressed with the way 
Hasty Road responded to Johnny Adams’ 
whip. “When Hasty Road got behind, 
Adams flailed hell out of him, and he 
didn’t seem to mind a bit; he took hold 
and ran again, I think.” We thought 
Adams hadn’t whacked him more than 4 
times, but Stevens still was going on 
about Admiral Porter, so we kept this to 
ourselves, 


One thing which caught the attention of 
most of the spectators was the long, easy 
stride of long-legged Hasty Road, This 
was easier to see in the pictures than from 
the stands. 


A Few Puffs 


Speaking of the Derby: for one reason 
and another a story which appeared in 
THe Bioop-HorseE—the issue of May 15, 
page 1050—has kicked up a few puffs of 
interest from some unexpected quarters. 
This was an account of our efforts to 
“nail down the Derby crowd once and for 
all.” The nailing down, of course, didn’t 
come off, as we knew it wouldn’t, but it 
was fun trying, and now it is getting to 
be fun listening to the comments. 


Several days after publication, Phil 
Sutterfield, a sports announcer and com- 
mentator for Radio Station WHAS, read 
the story, without comments, which was 
nice of him. Since then our barber and 
the proprietor of a neighborhood 10-cent 
store have called to say they heard Sut- 
terfield—-and could they please get copies 
of the magazine? A local columnist, Joe 
Jordan, who uses his erudition under the 
name of Jay Jay, thought the Downs was 
being silly about the thing, since baseball 
teams, for example, aren’t hesitant about 
telling how many attend their games; the 
next day Jay Jay reported that Tom Crom- 
well had reminded him that neither are 
other race tracks. A day later Alex Bower, 
who used to work here, called to approve. 


On Monday our switchboard operator 
whispered into the telephone that two gen- 
tlement from the State Department of 
Revenue were downstairs trying to buy 
copies of the magazine (in which we had 
described the travails of trying to cut 
through red tape and protective statutes to 
get at the Downs’ admission-tax receipts.) 
We bolsiered ourselves against a personal 
call from the bureau men, but our oper- 
ator shortly informed us that they had 
paid their money, tucked the magazines 
under their coats, and scurried to their 
automobile, where they stopped to read 
what we had had to say, We were sorry 
they did not come upstairs. 

The last we heard was a few days ago 
when the Attorney General’s office sent us 
a 3-page carbon of an opinion prepared 
by H. D. Reed Jr., an assistant on the 
general’s staff, for James R. Finegan, 
sports director of WHAS. Reed cited Fin- 
egan the same statutes that he had given 
us, then added: “The foregoing should not 
be construed to mean that such informa- 
tion cannot be published if the informa- 
tion were derived from a source other 
than the tax report made to the Depart- 
ment of Revenue.”

Greentree’s Suburban Lease; 
Native Dancer’s Ouchy Foot 


New York 


It is about time they renamed the Su- 
burban Handicap. The Greentree Handi- 
cap would seem about right, since the 
watermelon pink and black silks came 
home first for the third straight year at 
Belmont Park when Straight Face scored 
a convincing 4%4-length victory over Og- 
den Phipps’ Bassanio. One Hitter started 
the streak in 1952, and Tom Fool kept it 
going last season with his nose victory 
over *Royal Vale. In 1945 Devil Diver 
scored under Eddie Arcaro, but Ted At- 
kinson has had the mount on the last 3. 

In the absence of Native Dancer, side- 
lined with a tender foot, Straight Face 
was taken off the early pace in the 1%4- 
mile race. Atkinson let the lightweights 
slug it out on the front end while he 
stayed back in fifth or sixth place until 
it came time to make his move in the 
stretch. The actual topweight in the race 
was Mrs. J. R. H. Thouron’s *Royal 
Vale with 125. Native Dancer had been 
assigned 133, and Straight Face carried 
118. 

*Royal Vale was last on the back- 
stretch, but did manage to sneak through 
along the rail to take fourth some 2 
lengths behind Mandingo, the third fin- 
isher, which had looked like the winner 
at the eighth-pole. Straight Face took 
care of that illusion in short order.

The crowd was the largest in New York 
since 1949, and the 56,736 bet Straight 
Face down to 7-5. The crowd set a daily- 
double pool record, and wagered $646,143 
on the Suburban alone, another record. 


FOOTNOTES. There is no doubt that 


Native Dancer’s appearance would have 


boosted the crowd, since the race was 
not televised. There also was the possi- 
bility that it would have been his last 
American start, if he had won. The de- 
sire to compete in the historic handicap 
was what caused the stumbling block. 


Eight days before the race Native Dan- 
cer was sent an excellent mile at Bel- 
mont over a track that had been rained 
on the day previous. The colt cooled out 
well, but seemed to miss a step as he was 
being led over the threshold of his stall. 
Trainer Bill Winfrey had the horse led 
out again and noticed that sometimes 
the right leg gave way slightly when 
pressure was on it. The trainer took the 
shoes off and had X-rays made of the 
foot, They showed nothing to Winfrey, Al- 
fred Vanderbilt. or Dr. William Wright. 


An hour’s walk on Tuesday morning 
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showed nothing wrong, and the slight 
warmth that had been evident above the 
coronet band had disappeared. Wednes- 
day morning the leg still was cool, and 
the colt was reshod for a gallop. Winfrey 
took him on the training track for a full 
2 circles, riding ahead on his pony and 
watching each step carefully. Again there 
was no evidence of any misstep. 


On Thursday morning Vanderbilt exam- 
ined the horse with the trainer and vet- 
erinarian, and all decided there was no 
warmth in the foot. The next step in de- 
termining if the foot was injured was a 
short breeze. The big gray was saddled 
up. Bernie Everson had a tough time 
holding the colt a round of the training 
track and then out to the main track. His 
head was up, and the usual powerful bow 
in his neck wasn’t there as he went down 
the backstretch and broke from the 3¢- 
pole on the turn. 

In pulling the colt up Everson must 
have noticed the misstep again, for he 
jumped off as soon as his mount had 
made his walking turn. He unsaddled and 
the colt was nodding as he walked back 
to barn 20. The Suburban was out. 

On Friday the big colt was walking 
soundly. but there was no rush now to 
breeze him. The X-ray plates which had 
been taken after the workout had showed 
nothing. Best guess was that Native Dan- 


cer would be able to run again after a 
brief layoff. 


A ROSE IS. Cherokee Rose picked an 
excellent time to win her first stakes event 
when she won by a head over Open Sesame 
in the $62,000 Coaching Club American 
Oaks. The daughter of *Princequillo— 
*The Squaw II, thus a sister to the 1951 
Oaks winner, Herman Delman’s How, had 
won her last race over the Belmont track 
and came up to the 13¢-mile Oaks in per- 
fect condition. She had to be to hold off 
the final charge of Mr. Walter M. Jeffords’ 
filly. 

The start of the race was on the Widener 
chute near the 5-furlong marker of that 
straightaway. The fillies had to run almost 
1%4-mile on the straight course, make a 
slight right-hand bend where the chute 
crosses the mile training track, and enter 
the main track at the 11-mile chute. There 
follows a straight 5 furlongs, 3 more on 
the turn, and then the last straight 14- 
mile. If you were to lay out an 11-furlong 
question mark, the start of the race would 
be the dot. 

The 8 fillies got off to a fine start, and 
Garb went to the front right away. Hank 
Moreno, coming off a 10-day suspension, 
waited back in fourth or fifth place while 
Johnny Adams kept the favored Queen 
Hopeful about even, but in on the rail. 
With the turn coming up, Adams took to 
the outside and everybody started a rush 
at the same instant, Garb’s 3-length lead 
dwindled, and just before the turn ended

Mrs. Emery has a yearling sister to 
How and Cherokee Rose at Claiborne. The filly was 
to have been sold at this summer’s Keeneland 
sales, but was withdrawn last month.

*Alibhai’s Record Summarized: 


The Expectancies of Success 


One day in the early months of 1941 
I made a short visit to the California stud 
farm of Louis B. Mayer, who was then 
at the threshold of the greatest success 
ever attained by a Thoroughbred breeder 
in that section of the world. One of the 
most impressive exhibits was an unknown 
young stallion named *Alibhai, whose cre- 
dentials, aside from his quality and con- 
formation, consisted of fast workouts, a 
bowed tendon, and a gilt-edge pedigree. 
He was by Hyperion out of Teresina, and 
both his parents were about as highly qual- 
ified as possible, on the basis of their 
ancestry, their racing performance, and 
the~performance of their progeny.

the horse was standing for in- 
someone on the Mayer staff re- 
that he could be bought for 
After I had returned to Ken- 
tucky I reported the remark to 2 or 3 
breeders who “needed a stallion,” adding 
a mild degree of touting, then forgot the 
incident until I was reminded by one of 
the breeders after the horse had been syn- 
dicated for half a million dollars and 
brought to Kentucky. 


Considering the fact that the U. S. was 
within the shadow of a great war, the 
$10,000 price (which I never attempted to 
verify) -was not particularly low. Consid- 
ering the fact that the horse lacked the 
one most important qualification, that is, 
demonstrated racing class, it was rather 
presumptuous of me even to suggest that 
he might have a chance for success in a 
highly competitive situation. The odds 
against an unraced stallion, however well 
he may be endowed with physical and an- 
cestral credentials, are outside the normal 
range in which the success-minded breeder 
can afford to speculate. f 

This-is not because racing adds anything 
to the heritable characterics of a sire, of 
course, It is only because the most impor- 
tant information, for prediction purposes, 
is altogether absent. Even with racing 
class known, any prediction must allow a 
fairly wide margin for error, since only 
half the genes which a horse may transmit 
to his progeny are effective in determining 
his own constitution, class, color, and other 
characteristics. Any stallion which gains 
extraordinary success may be said to have 
exceeded the actual probabilities, however 
carefully the estimate of probability may 
have been made, and however full the in- 
formation on which the estimate was based. 
The great sires, in general, are those which 
have had a relatively high degree of racing 


class, or whose progeny have gone not 
quite as far as expected in making the 
normal regression toward the average of 
the breed. 


The stud success of *Alibhai is of such 
a degree that it would have been extra- 
ordinary—that is. outside the normal range 
of expectation—even if he had been able 
to demonstrate in high-class competition 
the speed which actually was revealed only 
in training. It is all the more extraordin- 
ary in view of his failure to race. 


WHAT IS SUCCESS? The terms suc- 
cess and failure are used rather freely by 
Thoroughbred breeders, with various 
shades of meaning—and frequently with- 
out much allowance for the middle ground, 
where moderate success diminishes grad- 
ually in the general direction of the glue 
factory. 


I have no intention of attempting a defi- 
nition, acceptable to everyone, for such 
elastic terms as success and failure. But 
for the moment, at least, I have a notion 
that some of the elements of success may 
be measured—tallied, totaled, divided into 
portions, 


As the first exercise of this sort among 
living stallions I have taken *Alibhai, for 
no particular reason except possibly that 
he had a Kentucky Derby winner this year. 
The records do not assemble themselves 
automatically, and it may be a month or 
a year before I get around to exhibit No. 
2, but the general idea will be take a 
group of sires which would be called suc- 
cessful by nearly all of us and to study 
the records of their progeny in such a way 
as to gain some insight into the problem 
of how progeny must behave before the 
sire comes to be called successful. 


MEASURES. There are many standards 
used to measure sstallion’s success. 
among them the number (or proportion) 
of winners, stakes winners, stakes-class 
horses. $100.000 winners—or sometimes 
the merit of one good horse. 


If the 2-year-olds of 1953 are excluded 
temporarily from the totals, 86.7 per cent 
of *Alibhai’s foals have raced; 74.1 per 
cent have won; 16.5 per cent are stakes 
winners. These figures are as of the end 
of 1953. The percentage of stakes win- 
ners would rise to 17.1 if Magic Lamp 
were included because of his 1954 stakes 
victory. 

If only the starters through 1953 are 
considered, and the 2-year-olds of that 


year still excluded, 85.4 per cent are win- 
ners and 19.0 per cent are stakes winners, 
not counting Magic Lamp. 

Through 1953, 9 of *Alibhai’s get had 
earned at least $100,000 (Determine made 
it 10 this year). Of these, On Trust had 
earned $554,145; Your Host, $384,795; 
Solidarity, $357,435; Cover Up, $215,420. 

Still excluding the 2-year-olds of 1953, 
the get of *Alibhai had won 16.1 per cent 
of their individual starts. They had earned 
$28,845 per foal, $33,266 per starter, and 
$976 per start. 

(The reason for omitting the 1953 2- 
year-olds in the figures just given is the 
fact that 2-year-old racing is not ordinari- 
ly representative of the full potential of a 
group of horses. Altogether, *Alibhai has 
been represented by 109 2-year-old run- 
ners. They have done well, with an earn- 
ings index of 2.19, that is, more than 
twice the average expectancy for North 
America; but the horses racing at later 
ages have about doubled this rate of earn- 
ing, with an index of 4.32.) 


By these measures we gain a rough 
approximation of *Alibhai’s stud record. 
But the measures themselves are much 
too elastic to be used in comparing * Ali- 
bhai with other stallions, especially with 
stallions of other years. The number of 
winners is not a dependable index of 
merit; any horse is likely to win if he 
is placed in poor enough company. A 
stakes winner may be anything from a 
national champion to the best of the local 
plugs. Further, the incidence of stakes 
races is not constant. Among Broom- 
stick’s offspring, about one out of 4 was 
a stakes winner. For the best sires of to- 
day, one out of 6 is extremely high. 

The number of $100,000 winners re- 
veals very little. It is not many years 
since Fair Play held the record with a 
total of 4 such winners. Fair Play’s best 
son, Man o’ War, was the first to come 
up with 5 such winners. Similarly, av- 
erage dollars per foal, per runner, or 
per start are dependent more upon the 
dollar supply than upon relative class. 


INDEXES. The average-earnings index, 
since it makes allowance for varying op- 
portunity in different years, tends to be 
a somewhat more stable yardstick for 
measurements of this sort. The average 
money per runner in each year in North 
America is accepted as the expectancy 
for one runner in that year, and this ex- 
pectancy is then restated as unity, or 
1.00. Variations from this expectancy are 
given on a decimal basis. A horse which 
wins half the average in any given year 
has an index of .50 for that year; if he 
wins twice the average. his index is 2.00; 
and so on. The figures may be accumu- 
lated to express a lifetime index for the 
racing of any one horse or any group of 
horses. 

On this basis, still leaving aside the 
2-year-olds of 1953, 36.5 per cent of

*Alibhai’s runners have indexes below 
1.00, that is, have earned less than av- 
erage expectancy for the years in which 
they raced; 40.9 per cent have indexes 
from 1.00 to 3.99; 22.6 per cent have 
earned at least 4 times average expect- 
ancy. This 4-plus group represents good 
stakes class. 

In 1953 only, *Alibhai was represent- 
ed by 76 runners of various ages, 2 of 
them from his small first crop. Of these. 
35 (46.1 per cent) earned less than the 
annual average of $2,985; 26 (34.2 per 
cent) had indexes between 1.00 and 
3.99; and 15 (19.7 per cent) earned 
more than 4 times the average, that is, at 
least $11,940. 

The 56 *Alibhai fillies which las raced 
have earned $883,692; their index, for 
139 year-starters, is 2.51. The 81 males, 
including geldings, have earned $3,673.- 
776; their index, for 312 year-starters, is 
4.53. Ten of the 56 females have indexes 
above 4.00, and 21 of the 81 males. . 

As a footnote, it should be explained 
that the money totals given are slightly 
different from those which may be accum- 
ulated by summing the annual figures in 
the American Racing Manual. These dif- 
ferences are almost inevitable. but ordi- 
narily the variation is small.

R. Sterling Clark Wins Derby 
With Ky.Bred Never Say Die 


Robert Sterling Clark’s “ever Say Die won the English Derby on June 2 
(just before this issue went to press). Two lengths behind the winner, Arabian 
Night was second, a neck ahead of Darius. Elopement was fourth. The co- 
favorites Rowston Manor and Ferriol were unplaced. Ambler II did not run. 

Starting price against the first and second was 33 to 1. The winner, trained 
by Joe Lawson at Newmarket, was ridden by Lester Piggott, 

Never Say Die, first American-bred English Derby winner since Iroquois in 
1881, was foaled and raised at Jonabell Farm, Lexington, and was broken there 
as a yearling by John A. Bell Ill before being shipped to England. He is a 
chestnut colt (imported in utero) by *Nasrullah out of Singing Grass, by War 
Admiral out of *Boreale, by Vatout out of Galaday, by *Sir Gallahad III. 
Galaday produced Mr. Clark’s 1939 One Thousand Guineas and Oaks winner 
*Galatea Il, Mr. Clark for many years has bred on an international scale, fre- 
quently shipping mares between the U. S. and Europe, but lately he has raced 


only in England. 


Paris, May 24 


The Derby and Oaks at Epsom will have 
been run between the writing and the 
reading of this article. So the last news 
will be short. 

Two more fillies have gained prominence 
as Oaks prospects. Mrs. Elizabeth N. Gra- 
ham’s Hypera (Hyperion—Silence, by 
Bosworth), which was placed twice im 
1953, this year ran unplaced in the One 
Thousand Guineas and made a good dis- 
play in the Haverhill Stakes before win- 
ning the 114-mile White Rose Stakes 
(£3,07134) at Hurst Park May 21. She 
won by half a length, beating a field com- 
posed mainly of colts. The American-owned 
filly is trained by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Roch- 
fort at Newmarket. She is an “Oaks type,” 
but appears to dislike firm going. 

The French filly Philante (Sayani— 
Philaminte, by Mon Tresor III) fell as 
she was going to win the 1953 Prix de St. 
Firmin, her first race. In her first effort 
at 3 this year she was boxed in and finish- 
ed fourth. At the second try, in the 144- 
mile Prix de Bagatelle at Longchamp May 
23, she won by 10 lengths in soft going. 

On the other hand, the One Thousand 
Guineas winner Festoon made a poor show 
in the 114-mile Druids Plate at Salisbury 
May 19. She was giving 16 pounds to 
Musidora’s brother Valerullah (*Nasrul- 
lah—Painted Vale, by Gainsborough). an 
also-ran in the Two Thousand Guineas 
and Newmarket Stakes. Valerullah made 
all the running and Festoon was second, 
4 lengths behind him. The interpretation 
is simple: unless the going and one week 
account for Valerullah’s improvement, then 
Festoon seems to prefer a mile and a firm 
course. 

These developments made virtually n 
change in the betting market. Rowston 
Manor is still the Derby favorite, and in

the Oaks the honors are shared by Angel 
Bright and Festoon. 


PRIX NOAILLES. There were 9 start- 
ers in Prix Noailles, 13g miles, on May 
23, the last of the French produce stakes 
with restrictive conditions. Five of them 
had won their last previous races, notably 
Prince Rouge (Prix Hocquart), Major 
(Prix Greffulhe), and Peppermint (Prix 
Jean Prat). Nevertheless the favorite was 
Madame Volterra’s colt Le Grand Bi. A 
late foal (May 28), this grandson of 
*Goya II was unraced at 2, and this year 
had won a small race before taking fourth 
place behind Prince Rouge in the Prix 
Hocquart, in which he had a bad start. 


Le Grand Bi, kept in the middle of the 
Prix Noailles field during the first part 
of the race, took the lead 3 furlongs 
out. His attempt to escape the others was 
challenged only by L. L. Lawrence’s Le 
Petit Prince, which moved up strongly in 
the last 100 yards. Le Grand Bi beat him 
by only 2 head. 

Le Petit Prince previously had been 
considered a moderate colt. Unplaced 4 
times in England at 2, he had run twice 
this year, second and first in small races. 
The soft going does not explain quite 
enough of the 5 lengths between him and 
third, the Prix La Rochette winner Ice- 
berg, or the 12 lengths between him and 
the produce stakes winners Major and 
Prince Rouge.

GOLD CUP TRIALS. The 1953 St, 
Legér winner Premonition (Precipitation 
—Trial Ground, by Fair Trial) turned in 
a really fine race for his 1954 reappearance 
in the 2-mile Yorkshire Cup at York May 
19, easily beating the older stayers Eastern 
Emperor and Childe Harold. 

The 1953 Grand Prix de Paris winner 
and St. Leger second Northern Light 
(Prince Bio—Stella Polaris, by Papyrus) 
had been second in his first race this year, 
owing to a slow pace. In the Prix Rain- 
bow, 21% miles, at Longchamp May 23, the 
pace was set by a stablemate, which was 
not very effective in the soft going; never- 
theless, Northern Light won by 4 lengths 
from ihe 5-year-old gelding Shaker (Pharis 
—Calonice, by Abjer), winner, under top 
weight, of the Grand Handicap du Trem- 
blay. 

At Milan on May 16 the 5-year-old Oise 
(Verso II—Fior d’Orchidea, by Apelle), 
with the aid of 2 stablemates, won the 
214-mile Coppa d’Oro di Milano, repeat- 
ing his 1953 victory in Italy’s Gold Cup. 
After a hard struggle on a muddy track, 
Oise got the decision, by a length, over 
the French 4-year-old Farinello (Pietro— 
La Farinette, by Bruledur). 

These 3 winners probably will meet in 
the Ascot Gold Cup, which looks like a 
really big contest this year. 


MIDDLE DISTANCE. Of great inter- 
est in this year’s Coronation Cup (1% 
miles, June 3) will be the clash between 
the 1953 Two Thousand Guineas winner 
Nearula (*Nasrullah—Respite, by Flag 
of Truce) and the Queen’s Aureole (Hy- 
perion—Angelola, by Donatello II), sec- 
ond in the Derby and King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 

Nearula has won the 114-mile March 
Stakes and the 114-mile Burwell Stakes, 
beating the Gold Cup winner Souepi. Au- 
reole, beaten by the Irish Derby winner 
Chamier over 1144 miles at Sandown, has 
won the Victor Wild Stakes, 1144 miles, 
at Kempton Park, 

In France, the good 4-year-old Janitor 
(Pharis-—Orlamonde, by Asterus) made 
a good comeback in the Prix du Prince de 
Galles, 13g miles, at Longchamp May 23, 
with his stablemate Karali (Djebel— 
Thaouka, by Asterus) finishing second. 
The two Boussac colts will run at Ascot, 
not at Epsom. 


SHORT NOTES. Sir Gordon Richards 
was hurt when his mount fell in the De- 
vizes Handicap at Salisbury May 19. No 
bone was broken, but he was advised to

An “Ulcer Horse’s” Fast Cure; 


Pomace’s Role As a Sprinter 


CHICAGO 

A good race by a good horse can cure 
a lot of things ailing a man. Take the case 
of the filly Lea Lane and her veteran train- 
er J. Price Sallee: 

Sallee had planned to start her for the 
first time on May 27 at Lincoln Fields, 
but several days before the race he became 
quite ill. The night of May 26 his temper- 
ature zoomed to 104, and he was taken to 
a hospital for observation, 

Meanwhile, Sallee’s son Bill, who oper- 

ates a fleet of horse vans, had come up 
from Lexington to supervise his father’s 
racing stable. As his father had planned 
to do, Bill entered Charlton Clay’s Lea 
Lane for the RCA Penthouse Purse, a 
5-furlong dash for 2-year-old maidens on 
May 27. 
« After the brown daughter of *Nasrul- 
lah—Lea Lark, by *Bull Dog, won by 
eight lengths in near track-record time 
with jockey Kenneth Church easing her 
up, young Sallee went to the winner’s cir- 
cle, where he had his picture taken with 
a flock of radio personnel, for whom the 
race was named. 

Everyone in the horsemen’s colony was 
sorry Price Sallee couldn’t be there to see 
his good filly win. They were still talking 
about it the next morning in the racing 
secretary's office, when the subject of 
their sorrow walked in, 

“That filly sure made you well in a 
hurry,” someone shouted. 

“She sure didn’t make me worse,” Sallee 
replied. 

It may be pure coincidence, but this 
observer recalls a conversation with Price 
Sallee in the paddock at Washington Park 
one day about a dozen years ago when 
Alsab was running. For many years Sallee 
has trained the racing stable of Tom Piatt, 
breeder of Alsab. 

On that day another trainer (identity 
now forgotten) said to Sallee: “Don’t you 
wish Tom Piatt had kept Alsab?” 

“Well, yes, I guess I do, but let me tell 
you, training those ulcer horses is not all 
peaches and cream. They can worry you 
to death sometimes.” 

Now, it was anything but inexperience 
which made Price Sallee talk that way 
about a horse. The man from Greendale 
has been with horses all his life. In his 


younger days he worked a long time for 


the late John E. Madden, which is recom-. 


mendation enough for any horseman. 
It seems everybody on the race track had 
heard about Lea Lane in advance. except 


the man who makes the morning line. He 
had her at 10-1. If a bookmaker had laid 
any such price against her, somebody 
would have been killed in the rush, She 
paid off at $1.40 to $1, a good price. 
When starter Ruby White pushed the 
button Emil Denemark’s colt Teisler 
(*Heliopolis—Farmerette, by *Sickle) 
was in front for a fleeting moment; but 
from then on it was Lea Lane all the way. 
Considering the deep condition of the 


track, her :5934 eased up was spectacular. . 


The Lincoln Fields record for 5 furlongs, 
:59 flat, was established by American 
Byrd in 1938. 

Lea Lane probably will run in the Miss 
America Stakes on June 12. That Lincoln 
Fields event for 2-year-old fillies was an 
important milestone in the careers of 
Juliets Nurse, Princess Lygia, Biddy Jane 
(which beat Sweet Patootie and Arab Ac- 
tress) and the IIlinois-bred Jay Jay Gee 
(which outran Queen Hopeful in the Miss 
America last year). 


A SPRINTER, Results of the 6-furlong 
La Salle Handicap on Saturday, May 29, 
placed Hasty House Farm’s _5-year-old 
chestnut gelding Pomace (Pilate—Pom- 
rose, by Pompey) at the head of the 
sprinters in the Middle West. He carried 
123 pounds to a 34-length victory over 
Mrs. H. J. Damm’s4-year-old filly Arab 
Actress, 118, which actually conceded the 
Hasty House horse 2 pounds on the scale. 

Pomace previously had won one divi- 
sion of the Crete Handicap, first stakes of 
the Illinois season, so there was consider- 
able disappointment when Harry N. Eads’ 
4-year-old colt Sir Mango, winner of a 
second division of the Crete, declined the 
issue in the La Salle. Both are nominated 
for the 7-furlong Edward J. Fleming Me- 
morial Handicap at Lincoln Fields on 
June 5. 

Look Out Jeep gave the crowd of 
19,065 a momentary thrill by taking the 
pace from Pomace shortly after the start 
and opening up a 2-length lead before the 
Hasty House gelding again came to him. 
Look Out Jeep (War Jeep—Dark Tower, 
by *Blenheim II), now 7, was bred by 
Leslie Combs II and F. J. Heller, and was 
sold at Keeneland as a yearling for $40.000 
to Elizabeth Graham’s Maine Chance 
Farm. He made one start at 2, won a race 
at 3, and fractured a splint bone. after 
which he was away from the races for 3 
years. Last November he was consigned 
to the Keeneland sales; purchased for 


$1.000 by William J. Schmidt, of Chicago, 
former polo player who now trains a suc- 
cessful racing stable. 

The chestnut stallion has won 3 races 


for Schmidt this spring, also finished 
fourth to Pomace in the Crete Handicap. 


HOME AGAIN, Allowing for changes 
which time makes in practically all things, 
it was like old-home-week to go back to 
Lincoln Fields on May 20 after a lapse 
of 12 years. 

The landscape, barns. and track are 
about the same as they were in 1942, but 
there is a new grandstand and a new pad- 
dock, the latter in a new location. The 
stewards, judges, announcer, cameras, and 
the press have elaborately furnished perch- 
es atop the new grandstand, which is 
exactly parallel with the home stretch. The 
club house, administration building, and 
the old patio (now called the Stretch 
Club) have been remodeled. A Turf Club 
is situated on the second floor of the club 
house. Various departments of operation, 
such as the racing secretary’s office, have 
been relocated. 

With all respect for the planners and 
architects of this new order at Lincoln 
Fields, an old-timer feels obliged to say 
there are more reasons than nostalgia for 
missing some of the former arrangements. 
But they need not be enumerated here 
and now. 

The reopening of Lincoln Fields posed 
many new problems, so many conditions 
and situations having changed since the 
association’s last previous season at home 
in 1942, Aside from economics and the 
fickleness of spring weather, there was 
the matter of distance and habit to con- 
sider. 

As the crow flies, Lincoln Fields is about 
35 miles from downtown Chicago, but as 
motorists drive, it is about 41 miles. Dur- 
ing the 1943-53 period, when the Lincoln 
Fields club raced at Washington Park, 
which is a dozen miles closer to the city, 
or at Hawthorne, which is about 8 miles 
from the downtown Loop, patrons became 
accustomed to having their racing nearer 
home. So, there was the business of becom- 
ing familiar with the highway routes, 
especially the new and better ones, and 
the public-transportation arrangements. 

Those_who have practice in analyzing 
such matters say Lincoln Fields should 
have a relatively good meeting this year.

Phil D. took the lead shortly after the start of 
the Motor City Handicap, first stakes of the De- 
troit season, and held it all the way. The victory 
pushed his earnings to $205,030, more than 136 
times the $1,500 owner W. C. Martin paid Melvin 
Carter for him at the 1949 Keeneland fall sales. A 
stakes winner each year, he has raced, Phil D. had 
won the San Pasqual Handicap at Santa Anita 
Park earlier this season. 

War Dog, which now stands at Harry Edwards’ 
farm, Mt. Vernon, IIl., has one other stakes winner 
this year, Roedna. Ellie, Phil D.’s dam, has seven 
other named foals including 3 winners. Pedigree 
and family particulars were given in THE BLoop- 
Horse of January 9, page 106. 
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No Guilt, But No Purse 


On May 5, Bowie stewards announced 
that a urine sample taken from Will See 
after his win in the Kindergarten Stakes 
revealed the presence of procaine, a stim- 
ulant, The stewards ordered the purse re- 
distributed, and suspended trainer James 
P. Watts. The Auburn Farm’s Powder 
Flask was moved from second to first. 

The Maryland State Racing Commission 
held a special meeting on May 10 to con- 
sider Watts’ case, and after the meeting 
it was announced that Watts had been re- 
instated. According to D. Eldred Rinehart, 
chairman of the commission: 

“Trainer James Porter Watts indicated 
by his own testimony and by the testi- 
mony of his witness, Dr. George Palmer, 
a licensed veterinarian, that an injection 
of penicillin containing procaine was ad- 
ministered to the horse Will See in con- 
nection with treatment for a laceration on 
the shoulder. The injection was made by 
Dr. Palmer in the rump at about 5:30 
p. m. on April 29, and the post time for 
the race was 4:30 p. m. on May 1, approx- 
imately 47 hours after the injection. 

“There is no evidence in this case of 
any intent to break the rules of racing. 
The injection was administered by a 
licensed veterinarian who testified that he 
did not advise the trainer that the drug 
was present in the penicillin injection pre- 
scribed and administered. Under the cir- 
cumstances, no guilt can be imputed to 
the trainer.” 

The commission upheld the redistribu- 
tion of the purse. Powder Flask was given 
first money of $9.200, with second, third, 
and fourth money going to Wreck Master, 
Fussy Lady, and Last Hello. 

Foaled May 4, 1952, Powder Flask 
was bred by Jacob, Boris, and Max Lit- 
man, Cincinnati jewelers who operate Ellis 
Farm at Walton, Ky., south of Cincinnati. 
He was sold in the Ellis Farm consign- 
ment to the 1953 Saratoga sales, where 
Thomas Mott’s Auburn Farm bought him 
for $5,000. 

Powder Flask finished second in his 
first start, a maiden race at Laurel Race 
Course. then won 2 races at Bowie be- 
fore the Kindergarten, He is the first 
stakes winner this year for War Relic, 
which stands at Faraway Farm, Lexington,
